Villa Admits Being Wounded. 

Villa confirmed reports that he was 
wounded. He declared, however, that 
His wound came during a fight with 
Carranzistas within five days after the 
Pershing expedition entered Mexico 
and that his leg was also broken in 
three places. 

His wound and suffering, ‘he said, 
came to him in the midst of his efforts 
to organize a great band of followers 
to attack the Americans. He declared 
he had picked 1,200 faithful followers 
to accomplish the task of recruiting, 
divided them into groups of two, three, 
four, and five men, all of which were 
dispatched throughout Chihuahua to 
spread propaganda intended to arrange 
a great uprising of citizens against 
the punitive expedition. 

He was confident, he insisted, that 
he could have equipped at least 8,000 
of these recruits with rifles, the others 
to carry knives two feet long.

It was eo on the French railways

Wounded Not Numerous.

_ Causes of Retreat. 

The beginning of the retreat from 
the Dneiper-Beresina line was not the 
result of a decisive battle, but was 
caused by theeoutflanking of detach- 
ments scattered along a large front 
without sufficient reserve in any sec- 
tion, plus the great superiority of the 
enemy in cavairy. Their retreat was 
not a fighting one in which every step 
was contested similar to the German 
retreat in the second Martie battle, but 
was a passive type of retreat similar 
to Joffre’s retirement from the frontier 
to the first Marne.

Poland's defeat, soviet RusSia faces the 
approaching winter with the grim prob- 
lem of food as its supreme test -of 
power. 

From the far east to the Finnish

THE NOTE ON RUSSIAN 


RELATIONS. 

The American note on Russia will take a high 
place among Mr. Wilson's state papers. It recalis 
the utterances which, during our war with Ger- 
many, did much to weaken the malign power of the 


to peace. We hope the present declaration, which 
in its immediate essentials will have the indorse- 
ment of American public opinion, may have an 
equally good effect in Russia. 

The note is especially strong in its statement of 
the American attitude on which, apart from any 
consideration of immediate expediency, our refusal 
to recognize the bolshevist régime as legitimate 
rests and will continue to rest. . 

Mr. Wilson assumes, and the American people 
assume, with ample support in known facts, that 
the bolshevik control of Russian government is an 
autocratic impasgition upon the people of Russia, 
which they endure partly because of the force or 
ganized by the bolshevik leaders and partly be 
cause the mistaken policy of external pressure has 
induced or compelled all patriotic Russians to sup 
port it as the only existent defense of their country 
from counter revolution, invasion, and disintegra- 
tion. 

Mr. Wilson asserts with sincerity, and in this he 
has the hearty accord of American opinion, that 
ihe refusal to recognize the bolshevik party régime 
is inspired by American conviction that it does not 

represent the free will of the Russian people. He 
asserts, and he is right, that we have no disposition 


form of government the Russian people freely 
choose to adopt. 

But there is another reason, which reason Mr. 
Wilson’s note states with admirable clarity. “ The 
responsible leaders of the régime have frequently 
and openly boasted that they are willing to sign 
agreements and undertakings with foreign powers, 
while not having the slightest intention of observ- 
ing such undertakings or carrying out such agree 
ments.” We believe the simplest of Russian peas- 
ants would understand that neither governments 
nor men will be foolish enough to enter into agree- 
ment with one who intends and even makes a boast 
of intending not to keep it. The basis of all en- 
durable human intercourse, of all civilization, is 
good faith, and all the sophistry of radicals and 
revolutionists cannot obscure the fact,ijin any hon- 
est mind. We know what that sophistry is, name- 
ly, that capitalist government is a product of guile 
and force and that therefore the proletarian is not 
in his morals bound to keep faith with it. The 


alternative to agreement is, of course, force, and| 


the bolshevist philosophy invites the world to re 
turn to a régime of force. But in any case, while 
bolshevism repudiates agreement, we cannot in 
common sense negotiate on the theory of agree- 
ment. 

How far this statement of the American position 
will be able or be permitted to penetrate Russia we 
cannot predict. We hope that, in time at least, it 
will go far and will support those elements of Rus- 
sian opinion which; we believe, will realize its jus- 
tice and remove their fears that our purpose is in 
any degree to dominate their internal politics or 
threaten the welfare of Russia. 

But how far it accomplishes the latter result, 
that is, to remove the fear of foreign attack, must 
depend upon whether the policy and opinion of the 
other great.peoples expresses the same principles 
as Mr. Wilson has expressed. 

We hope, therefore, that the note will have not

We hope that at the same time Mr. Wilson's 
statement will reach those elements of labor in thé 
United States, England, France, central Europe, 
and Italy which, though not infected by the bol- 
shevik ethics of repudiation, have suspected that 
refusal to recognize the bolshevik régime and oppo- 
sition to its militant activity is merely “ capitalistic 
conspiracy” against free government. Neverthe 
less, labor everywhere should not permit itself to 
be bifmded by such suspicions or convictions to the 
paramount consideration set forth in Mr. Wilson’s 
note, Namely, that below all such factors of selfish 
interest, of class or nationality, and of far more im- 
port to labor and to our whole civilization is the 
truth that the bolshevik control seeking our recog: 
nition is a régime of tyranny and reaction, a darker 
threat to human liberty and progress than any 
encountered by civilization in modern times. 

This presents a cause which should unite all free 
men, and labor, which has as much to lose as any 
other class in modern society, and perhaps more, 
should not allow its discernment of the issue to be 
blinded by considerations of infinitely less impor- 
tance to i are and certain advance, 

We hope Mr. Wilson’s note will help to clarify 
thought and solidify purpose in all countries, in- 
-Cluding Russia, in respect to the Russian problem. 

There are other aspects of the note, more excip- 
sively American, which call for further discussion 
and to which we cannot give so confident an in- 
dorsement. But we are glad to testify emphat- 
y ically to what we believe is a valuable and timely 
contribution to international policy and opinion re- 
specting Russian relations,

CONTRAST. 


Justice for the bituminous coal miners of IIli- 
nois and Indiana is promised through a meeting 
of the joint scale commissign of operators and 
miners called by President Wilson. The call for 
the meeting was conditional upon the return of the 
miners to”work, They have returned to work. 
They may now reasonably expect a fair adjustment 
of their grievances. 

In contrast to this situation we have the news 
that the representatives of the switchmen who 
struck without authorization last April have just 
completed a four day conference with Washington 
officials regarding their status. They have received 
no promise of adjustment of their grievances. 

The same opportunity to return to work and ob- 
tain a hearing was presented to the switchmen last 
April as was presented to the miners last month. 
They refused. They tied up transportation, caused 
incalculable loss to industry, contributed to the 
causes of the miners’ strike, suffered four months’ 
loss of income and have obtained nothing. 
Leaving out of consideration the justice of the 
demands in either case, the developments show 
conclusively that the miners’ submission to au- 
thority and their return to work promise them a 
measure of success, while the switchmen’s defiance 
of authority has cost them dearly. A comparison 
should convince the unions that the public will not 
tolerate an interruption of its vital activities at the 
whim of any organization while the grievances of 
that organization can be adjusted equally well with- 
out such interruption. 

The more consideration workmen in essential in- | 
dustries show to the public, the more they will 
show to themselves. The same public opinion which 
can defeat a runaway strike can and will accord 
justice to organizations which state their griev- 
ances through constituted channels without inter- 
rupting the business of the nation.

EFFICIENCY IN FARMING. 
[Cleveland Plain Dealer, } 

Secretary Meredith recently was asked to explain 
some specific instances of the benefits farmers are re- 
ceiving from the department of agriculture. Among 
the many he mentioned of outstanding interest is the 
remunerative utilization of corn cobs which for years 
were considered worthless except for use in kindling 
fires. ; 
Chemists have discovered that at least half a dozen 
products may be derived from the cobs and plans are 
being developed by the department to turn this by- 
product of the farms into a valuable commodity. The 
United States produces nearly 20,000,000 tons of corn 
cobs a year. Out of each ton, according to Mr. Mere- 
dith, thirty pounds of furfural can be manufactured | 
at a cost of only 20 cents a pound. Furfural is a basic 
intermediary in dyes and has been so rare that it has 
sold for as much as $20 a pound. On this basis the 
value of America’s cob crop if manufactured into this 
one chemical would amount to an é¢normous amount. 
This is only one proof of the value of the scientific 
investigation and efforts to promote crop improve- 
ment by the department of agriculture. Many more 
are mentioned in the official’s statement. Apparently 
great opportunities lie ahead of our agriculturists. 
Efficiency has made manufacturing industries much 
more profitable than they were a decade ago. The 
improvement in that branch of endeavor has been 
developed through extensive investigation. Agricu)- 
ture, our greatest industry, has not kept up the pace 
set by manufacturing. In the face of labor problems 
and the need of greater fianncial returns the impor- 
tance of efficiency and less wastefulness become appar- 
ent. The department of agriculture can render a 
large service in educating the country to utilize more 
fully ite byproducts and valuable crops.

LEXANDER GRAHAM BELL 
holds that inheritance is a large 
factor ‘in jJongevity. In other 
words, a man lives to reach very 
old age largely because he belongs to a 
long lived stock. 

There are other factors contributing to 
longevity, but none is so important as 
the stock. Alexander Graham Bell's 
opinion is based upon a study of the 
}Hyde family, so called. Early in the 
seventeenth century the founders of this 
family settled in a New England town. 
The investigation covered 8,797 descend- 
ants born between that time and 1825. 

Dr. Bell thinks this family a fair illus- 
tration of New England stock during the 
Seventeenth, eighteenth, and a part of 
the nineteenth century; rather than a 
study of the Hyde stock, since the Hyde 
blood was in the minority after the seo- 
ond generation. The children of the orig- 
inal Hyde were half Hyde, but, on the 
other hand, those of the seventh genera- 
tion were only one-sixty-fourth Hyde

Dr. Bell’s conclusion is a tendency to 
longevity as an inheritable character. 
What really is inherited probably is a 
tough, wiry constitution that enables the 


tudinous ills that flesh is heir to and live 
on to the extreme limit of human life. 
This definition cannot be objected to if 
the definition of “ multitudinous ills” is 
made broad enough. 
He adds this disease resistant quality 
is inherited by the offspring, and through 
the superior fecundity of the long lived 
it is distributed very generally through- 
out the population. He found a natural 
tendency of the race to improve in vigor 
and vitality through the succeeding gen- 
erations. There are some who hold that 
we do not see as many old men and 
women as there were in the old times. 
Bell's studies indicate that, the race is 
getting more vigorous and longer lived. 
. 
One of the discoveries of his study is 
that the long lived individuals beget more 
children than do the shorter lived. Some 
other conclusions are: 
The average age at death of the Hydes 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth centur- 
les was 34.6 years; 35.2 per cent of them 
died before reaching 20 years of age and 
7.3 per cent lived to be 80 years and over. 
When neither parent lived to be 80, 5.3 
per cent of the offspring lived to be 80 
and over. When only one parent lived 
to be 80, 9.8 per cent of the offspring lived 
beyond that age. 
Where both parents passed 80, 20.6 per 
cent of the children passed it. Where 
the father but not the mother lived 
beyond 80, 11.8 per cent of the children 
surpassed it. If the mother passed 80, 
but the father did not, the percentage 
was 7.7. 
If the father was over 80 at death and 
the mother under 60, the average age of 
the children at death was 42.3. Where 
the durations of life of the parents were 
reversed the average age at death of the 
children was 36.3. In other words, the 
father was more important than the

| CARE OF HOGS 
BY FRANK RIDGWAY.: 


Get the spring pigs into the pasture 
duing the hot, dry days of August. 


Keep them out of dusty lots, which | 


are conducive to sickness, for ma- 
terials that collect in such place’ carry 


| germs. Keepe the hogs in grass lots 


or in fields and meadows. 


If hogs are to be thrifty, so they will 
make economic gains when turned into 


‘| the fattening pens this fall, they must 


have shade and ciean water as well as 
clean quarters. Sunshine is essential 
to young pigs, but too much direct sun- 
light and heat frequently causes them 
to fail to thrive, and is often respon- 
sible for the loss of many hogs, In 


August small pigs often blister on the} 


backs and about the ears, and this 
leads in some cases to severe infection. 

Shelters do not need to be exper 
sive. A shade tree or two will be suf- 
ficient. Temporary sun shades may be 
provided by covering a frame with can- 
ves. Burlap sacks are inexpensive and 
may be used instead of canvas. Porta 
ble hog houses with sides hinged on 
aré sometimes used. The sides may be 
lifted to provide more shade. This 
plan furnishes enough shade for’small 
bunches. 

It is actual punishment to hogs 
when they do not have clean fresh 
drinking water and cool pits in which 
to Wallow. Some consider the wallow 
mére important than the shade. The 
old time wallow of muddy water, cov- 
eréd with a scum, serving as the drink- 
ing fountain for hogs, should be filled 
up and done away with entirely. Hogs 
like clean water and will drink it in 
preference to muddy if given a chance, 
A consrete wallow would be a
